THE YANGKINGPANG. 


7th September. 

A WRITER in an evening con- 
temporary remarked on Saturday that 
“people are beginning to look at this 
Yangkingpang question as a simple 
matter of business. Is it worth 
while?” To him it appears, as to 
many others whose interests in the 
Settlement lie farther north, that 
whether the Yangkingpang should be 
culverted or not is simply a matter 
of dollars and cents; if it will pay 
somebody or other, it should be done. 
But this is not the proper aspect of 
the question to consider. It is from 
the sanitary point of view that it 
must be considered. The Yangking- 
pang is an open sewer into which 
over a hundred minor sewers dis- 
charge themselves, and whichis farther 
daily fouled by receiving the ordure 
and garbage from a large number of 
native boats, which use it, not as an 
artery of traffic, but as a sort of 
harbour in which to discharge their 
cargoes, two-thirds of these cargoes 
being for the French Concession. 
How dangerous to the public health 
its present condition is is testified to 
by eminent medical men, such as 
Drs. Marsh, Paulun, and Reid; and 
anyone who still doubts the existence 
of this danger should take a walk 
along the Yangkingpang at low tide. 

Ti there were ue pecuniary ad: 
vantage to anyone to be gained by 
transforming this focus of pestilence 
into a road, 1 should still be done on 
the principle of salus populi supreme, 
lew. It has been found impossible to 
dredge the Yangkingpang at any 
reasonable cost, owing to the age and 
rotten condition of the bundings on 
each side. In his private letter to 
Mr. Bland of the 11th ult. Mr, Mayne 
does suggest that 60 or 30 tons 
might be dredged out daily, but so as 
not to injure the bundings, which 
would keep the creek at the maximum 
depth possible. He is careful not 
to say “at the maximum depth 
required,” because he knows that the 
creek cannot be dredged to the safe 
point under present conditions, and 
that if the proposed overseer kept the 
dredging at a point which would not 
injure the bundings, it would be

We 
have not and never have had any 
sympathy with this jealousy of the 
French Settlement which apparently 
fills the breast of our presentmunicipal 
executive ; but we may point out that 
anyway the Rue du Consulat will not 
be supplanted by the new boulevard 
as the principal means of access to the 
French hinterland; while the new 
boulevard will give a very valuable 
means of access to the British hinter- 
land to the west of the racecourse. In 
course of time too, no doubt, the 
Defence Creek will also be culverted, 
and the Yangkingpang boulevard 
will then run into a fine boule- 
vard going north and south and 
connecting with the Bubbling Well 
Road, relieving the daily increasing 
traffic on the Nanking Road. It is 
reported that land-owners on the 
Nanking Road are afraid that the 
proposed boulevard will reduce the 
value of their property on what is at 
present the only tolerable road into 
the suburbs; as if Shanghai were not 
big enough now to stand two pro- 
minent roads to its hinterland. 

The Municipal Council and their 
Engincer in 1898 were in favour of 
culverting the Yangkingpang, and 
the ratepayers expressed their opinion 
in the same sense Inst year. The 
uestion will, of course, come before 
the ratepayers again, and we have no 
doubt of the result.

In its issue of the Ist of September, 
the “ Mail” says that the above draft 
was an amended one prepared by the 
Corean Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and sent by him to Mr. Bavlott for 
approval on the 27th ult. Mr. Pavloff 
petemptorily refused to accept it and 
the Corean Minister Li incontinently 
resigned, and it was a genuine re- 
signation. not one of the formal kind 
that Corean Ministers are in the habit 
of sending in to the Emperor at odd 
moments.

WE regret to find that in com- 
menting yesterday on the letter of 
our correspondent “Deathtrap,” we 
were unintentionally led into in- 
justice to what our correspondent 
called “the powerful firm in French- 
town,” that is, the agents of the China 
Navigation Co. We are assured that 
all complaints made to the firm or 
the superintendents are carefully 
listened to and have full attention 
paid to them. his, however, is not 
of so much importance as the charges 
our correspondent makes against the 
steamer agents generally: these in- 
aluded a charge that nothing had 
been done t take steps to prevent 
a continuance or recurrence of recent 
disasters; that there was insufficient 
inspection of the sources of danger 
on the ships themselves; and that 
care was not taken to secnre the good 

ality of the ice and food supplied 
for the use of officers and passe «gers. 

The fatalities on two such popular 
and well appointed steamers as the 
Poyang and ‘Shengking have drawn 
special attention to the steamers of 
which Messrs, Butterfield and Swire 
are the agents, and from personal 
enquiry and investigation we are able 
to assure our readers that ever 
possible effort is made by this 
firm in the directions referred to by 
our correspondent. We have before 
usa couple of circulars issued to all 
the steamers of the China Navigation 
Co,, and dated respectively the 17th 
of June and the 3lst of Angust of 
the present year, ‘The former begins 
by referring to certain rules which 
were issued in April 1883, and goes 
on to say: “In future the eaptains of 
all steamers, whether regularly carry- 
ing passengers or not, will be required 
to personally inspect the passenger 
cabins of all classes (whether ocenpiedl 
or not), the dining saloon, passa 
pantry, nd bathrooms, and cause 
them’ to be kept thoroughly clean 
and in proper order at all times. ‘The 
quarters of sailors, firemen, stewards, 
cooks, boys, and compradore’s men, 
and their galleys and water closets 
are also to be inspected and regularly 
and thoroughly cleaned, ‘Thorough 
cleanliness in all partsof the ship is the 
best preventative of sickness: dis- 
infectants are useful in conjunction 
with cleanliness, but should not be 
regarded as a substitute for it.” The 
latter circular refers to the former 
one, and says “that the inspection 
therein required shall be made once 
per day and that it shall include 
the ice-chest which was not specially 
referred to. Ice-chests must be 
periodically and thoroughly cleaned 
before fresh ice is put into them, and 
when machine-made ice is procurable, 
native ice must not be used on board 
the company’s steamers.” We learn 
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Drs. Burge and Hanwell carefully 
inspect every steamer of the company 
when she comes into port, and that 
oral and printed instructions as to the 
prevention of disease, ete., are given 
to all the steamers without 

As regards the Shengking on her 
last voya ge from this, she was specially 
inspected by Dr. Hanwell before -he 
sailed. He saw her ice-chest cleaned 
and washed ont with permanganate 
of potash, and the gratings on which 
the food is placed similarly treated. 
He found everything onboard in 
perfect order. The meat supplied 
came from a butcher certified by 
Messrs, Keylock and Pratt, and bore 
the stamp of the French abattoir, and 
the vegetables, etc., came from one of 
the best Chinese shops. Careful in- 
vestigation has shown that the meat 
supplied to the steamers genorally 
always bears the stamp of this Munici- 
pal Council's or the French abattoir, 
and, as a matter of fact, full attention 
is paid to the svurces from which 
the food supplied to the steamers 
is derived. ‘There is a suspicion as 
to the source—quite vutside the 
steamer herself—of the infection on 
the Shengking, but confirmation is 
required Pefore it can be mentioned. 
The important thing is that the public 
should appreciate the care that is 
taken to adopt every possible pre- 
caution against an cutbreak of 
disease on these steamers. and we 
do not doubt that similar precautions 
are taken on the steamers of rhe 
other well-known [i As the date 
of the first circular quoted above 
proves, these precautions are not the 
outcome of the recent “ scare,” but

When rounding a 
sharp corner, she came into collision w'th 
the steamer Mildura, a cargo-boat owned 
by a company engaged in the coasting 
trade, snd bound into Sydney from 
Brisbane. The impact was so sévere that 
residents in the adjoining suburbs rang 
up the city police to enquire if an ex- 
plosion bad taken place. 

‘The weather at the time was overcast 
and a heavy rain was falling; the Argus 
got the worst of the blow, as the Mildura 
hit her stem on, making a buge gash in 
her starboard side, just aft of the fore- 
castle, When the vessels parted it was 
seen that the Argus was in urgent need 
of assistance, and the Mildura’s crew 
stood by ready to lower their boats. The 
captain of the Argus, however, promptly 
realising the danger of bis position, 
quickly rung his engines full speed ahead, 
and pointed his damaged vessel straight 
for Goat Island, which was close by. 
There was no time to pick and choose a 
soft spot to beach his vessel, so he had 
to run her on to the rocks. Soundings 
taken showed eight fathoms amidships, 
and in order to prevent the vessel from 
slipping off, the engines were kept work- 
ing ahead throughout the night. The 
Mildura afterwards proceeded to ber 
berth a little further up the harbour. 
Passengers by the Argus were immediately 
landed. 


The Troubles of a Sultan. 

Amongst them was the

‘The following report by tho M. 0. H. 
on the subject of cholera is forwarded for 
publication:—The Council understand 
that preventative mea ¢ being 
taken by the Companies concerned. 

Shanghai, 9th September, 1903. 

Sin,—In reply to the Couneil’s enquiry 
regarding the incidence of Cholera on 
hoard the shipping, I conferred with the 
Deputy Port Health Officer about a week 
ago on this subject and he was of opinion 
that the whole root. of the evil lay in the 
extremely filthy state in which he found 
the ice-chests on board these vessels; he 
brought this matter to the notice of the 
‘Marino Superintendent, and at an in- 
spection of the vessels alongside the 
wharf this morning we found that this 
was in course of being attended to, thr 
chests having been recently cleaned out, 
and, with one exception, foreign ice sub- 
stituted for the filthy native article: In 
this connection I would sngzest that a 
pattern of ice-chest in which the food 
Could not be placed ‘n contact with the 
ice, should be adopted on board all coast- 
nig. vessels, as machine-made ice is not 
available in the outports. ; 

"As regards messing on these ships, the 
present system whereby the whole respon- 
Hiility of provisioning the vessel is

thrown on the Captain, who delegates 
it toa steward, is essentially wrong, 
since it offers every inducement: to econ- 
‘omise the food allowance in order to 
advance private interests. Last year 
a caso of cholera having occurred” on 
cne line of steamers, representations wero 
mado to the owners, with the result that 
the above system was replaced by a scheme 
in which a resident steward was ap- 
pointed for the sole purpose of inspecting 
the food supply of these vessels—this par- 
ticular line of steamers appears to have 
escaped cholera this sear, only one caso 
having been reported on board these ves- 

I think this experience affords an 
indication as to the course to be adopted 
by other shipping companies. I may add 
that there seems nothing at present to 
inculpate any special article of food, or 
any special source of supply, and the cases 
of cholera that have occurred in 
harbour have been fairly evenly distri- 
buted over alll the moorings. 

Lastly I would suggest that Public 
Health Notices on the same lines as ours, 
hut specially adapted to the conditions 
that prevail on board ship, should be 
drafted out, printed in English and Chi- 
nese, and posted in prominent places (and 
more especially in ths galleys), on board 
all coasting vessels.

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nquestionably the foundation of the 
evil is the pernicious custom—unfor- 
tunately winked at by many steamship 
agents—of permitting the master, and 
indirectly the steward, to appropriate an 
undue portion of the allowance made for 
purveying the food for passengers and 
officers: "under whatever teri this 
peculation goes, whether perquisite, 
emolument, solatium, picking, or squeeze, 
it is the cause of untold misery on ship- 
board; however, the difficulty, as “Trap” 
naively requests, is to prove it. That, 
T admit, can only be done by inference 
and applying the proverbial rule of excep- 
tions. “Jt is well-known that there are 
several niasters who are too honourable 
to enrich themselves by this method or 
to permit their stewards to do so; they 
aro accordingly respected, and it may be 
taken for granted that their ships are 
popular with passengers, the officers con- 
tented and happy, and in times of 
cpidomiz the chances of immunity are 
greatly in theic favour. On the ‘other 
hand, when the master has an unduly 
inflated idew of the importance of his 
* comunand,” the wherewithal inust be 
found to support this phase of egotistical

Reverting to the contents of the ice 
chest, when’ the above conditions obtain, 
the master and steward form a 
contract and combine, which it would 
bo rashness for anyone on board to 
attack. The steward undertakes to 
survey tho mess for so much per 
head, and when it becomes known to 
n that the sum agreed upon is unrea- 
sonably less than that allowed by the 
owner, ho sympathetically annexes his 
share of the “ boodle” by purchasing the

He also had 
a number of favourites and kinsmen to 
whom he gave the best posts in his 
patronage in Honan to the exclusion of 
more worthy men, and since his recent 
appointment to the Viceroyalty of Sze- 
wan he has been constantly memorialis- 
ing the Throne for permission to transfer 
several of his favourites from the civil 
eof Honan to that of Szechuan. 
These favourites, it is stated, were Hi 
Liang’s chief means of obtaining funds for 
. ‘That is to say, they made it a prac- 
tice of selling lucrative posts in the pro- 
vince to the highest bidders and the 
money thus obtained went generally one- 
half ‘to Hsi Liang who gave the posts 
asked for and the other half to his agents 
who collected the money and transacted 
the business of selling posts for him. Jt 
is on these grounds that Governor Chang 
dén-chun of Honan has lately denounced 
Asi Liang, and it remains to be seen 
what the Empress Dowager will do for her 
wed favourite. 


‘ince Ching and Russia. 
‘the ‘Tientsin “Takungpao’” states 
that: Prince Ching has recently made a 
sceret agreement in the name of the I 
press Dowager to allow Russia to h 
Manchuria for fifteen years, after which 
three provinees are to be * returned to 
ina without any conditions attached 
thereto.”

fle afterwards saw the policeman coming 
np. He saw the second stabbing, but 1t 
was too dark to see where the complainant 
was stabbed. 

The complainant said that at midnight 
on Wednesday he was in his sampan when 
tho prisoner came up to the Ewo Road 
and asked him to take him to his 
Witness asked him if he had any 
money and an altercation arose. The 
prisoner drew a knife and stabbed witness 
first in the leg and afterwards about 
the face. ‘The stabbing took place inside 
the sainpan, after they had been there 
two or three minutes, Witness did not 
strike the prisoner. He simply asked 
him for money. Afterwards he got on 
to the jetty and called for help. 

Dr. Ransome said he had examined the 
complainant and found three superficial 
wounds about the face, which were only 
trifling, and one penetrating wound in 
ihe thigh. ‘This was in 9 dangerous 
region, near the grain, 
inch in depth and five: 
m_ width. Had the blow been in an- 
other direction the wound would b 
been serious. As it was, it was not 
dangerous. ‘The man would not be per- 
manently lame.

Amongst those tran- 
sactions were debts due from foreigners 
amounting to a large sum. The trustee 
and the committee of brokers had not 
succeeded in getting in the amounts ow- 
ing, although the foreign debtors were 
disporting themselves in carriages along 
the Bund, etc. When it was found 
that the money from the foreign debtors 
had not been collected and certain con- 
tracts had been closed at a loss, the 
debtor was threatened with imprisonment 
for debt. The debtor might have pleaded 
that the transactions were gambling 
transactions, and therefore he could deny 
liability. He did not do so, however, Dut 
offered to settle. He was hurt at the 
treatment he had received of late and the 
threats of imprisonment. There was one 
creditor, to the extent of Tls. 80,000, who 
was a Portuguese subject. Now, a recent 
decision of the Portuguese Consul was to 
the effect that he would not enforce claims 
‘inst Portuguese subjects, when such 
laims were of this nature.” The debtor 
was always willing to do his best if the 
creditors would let him and not threaten 
him in an unjustifiable way. If the order 
of tho Court and the records were ex- 
amined, and the Court remembered what 
had taken place, it would be found that 
the agreement come to was that if the 
debtor gave his assistance to the trustee, 
the proceedings of English bankruptcy 
law would be followed, and therefore the 
debtor objected to these threats of im- 
prisonment. ‘That was why he made the 
condition, which was really a condition 
of the original agreement. There were 
many points in the administration of 
the estate tu which, if the subject were 
now under discussion, the debtor wanld 
take objection, both in the rojection of 
claims and in’ the lack of proceedings 
against foreign debtors to the estate. 

"Phe Assessor said that tho reticence on 
the part of the debtor with respect to 
these claims was unjustifiable. A dis- 
closure should have been made. It was 
the debtor's part of the agreement to 
supply all information to the trustee. 

‘Mr. Jones said that it was one part of 
the dobtor’s side of the agreement to work 
in with the trustee. If there was 
any breach on his part in not diselos- 
ing those names, that breach did not go 
to the root of the agreement ; aid, 
then the agreement had better be called 
off and the assets returned to the debtor, 
and let the matter proceed according to 
Chinese law. With regard to the com- 
mittee of inspection, there was no doubt 
that some of them knew about the debts 
due from the persons in question, for he 
received his first information from one of 
the committee, to the effect that the deb- 
tor had exhausted his efforts in trying to 
obtain money from those creditors. ‘The 
agreement was entered into to avoid a 
multitude of suits. There had not been 
any  misrepresentation or concealment, 
and the creditors were not justified in 
making the threats of imprisonment. It 
was beneficial to the creditors for the 
debtor to be able to be free to carry on 
business and so make money and collect 
debts for a better composition. 

Mr. White-Cooper said that although 
the proceedings followed the English law 
there was nothing in the English law to 
prevent punishment of the debtor for 
concealment of assets, ete. The debtor 
had tried to confuse the issues by finding 
fault with the trustee. If the debtor had 
not been threatened, he would hare con- 
tinued to conceal these debts 

‘The Assessor said that the debtor was 
bound to disclose all debts due to the es- 
tate and he would have to wait until after 
the Court closed and then make a full 
statement of the moneys due from those 
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creditors. lf he fulfilled his part of the 
agreement by giving the trustee all in- 
formation, then there would be no threats 
on the part of the creditors of imprison- 
ment.

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THE BARBAROUS 
EXECUTION AT 
PEKING. 


Ir is melancholy to see a man of 
education and culture like Ku Hung- 
ining,a graduate of a Scotch Univer- 
sity, devoting the long letter which 
will be found in another column to a 
endeavour to whitewash the Empress 
Dowager for her action in reference 
to the unfortunate reformer Shén 
Ke-wei. The letter must surely have 
been written to please the well-known 
“Legation lady,” who went to tea 
with the Empress Dowager as usual 
two days after the barbarity com- 
mitted by Her Majesty's direct order, 
which has revolted even the members 
of the Diplomatic Body who wanted 
to surrender the “Supao” prisoners. 

In the first place, we must take 
exception to Mr, Ku’s claim that his 
letter is “a temperate statement of 
the case from the Chinese point of 
view.” It is a statement from @ 
Chinese point of view possibly: but 
the Chinese in question is a disap- 
pointed man who has ever been 
taken by his superiors at his own 
valuation, and whose evident object 
is to curry favour with the powers 
that be at Peking. ‘The last sentence 
of his letter is a sufficient key to his 
present position. In order to justify 
the Empress Dowager, Mr. Ku tells 
us that Shén not only confessed to 
having written seditious libels incit- 
ing to rebellion, to being a leading 
member of a revolutionary society 
having for its object the overthrow 
of the Imperial Government, and 
many of whose members — were 
executed by Chang Chih-tung in a 
panic some three years 
concerned in a comic opera conspiracy 
at Hankow, but that he “defiantly 
gloried in his erime.” All this 
or may not be true, as the proceedings 
in the Board of Punishménts, which 
Mr, Ku dubs (not sarcastically. we

havo telegraphed instructions to our 
representative at Peking that in their 
opinion the prisoners ought not to be 
surrendered to the Government of the 
Emperor of China, and they will doubt- 
Jess see that no action is taken in conflict 
with the view which they have deliberate- 
ly formed and publicly proclaimed. ‘The 
Thain facts of the case have been stated 
in our recent telegrams. Six native 
journalists were arrested in the European | 
yettlement. of Shanghai on the chargo of 
sedition, and the Taotai, who is the chiof 
native official in the city, himself pro- 
posed to the Consuls-Ceneral of England, 
dapau, and the United States that the 
prisoners should be tried by the Mixed 
Court, and that if they were convicted 
they should serve their sentences within 
the limits of the settlement where the 
alleged cffence had leew committed. The 
Consular body agreed to the course pro- 
posed by the Taotai, but Wei Kuang-tao, 
the new Viceroy of Nanking, repudiated 
the agreement, doubtless under orders 
from Peking, and the Wai-wu-pu, or 
Chineso Foreign Office, sent a Minister 
round to call upon all the foreign repre- 
sentatives at the capital and ask for the 
delivery of the accused. ‘The representa~ 
tives of the civilised world appear to 
have met this demand with a negative, 
Dut not perhaps with a negative of tho 
firm and contemptuous character which 
might have been expected, and which 
would have convinced the Chinese that 
further interference on their part was 
hopeless. When tho emissaries of the 
Dowager Empress begged for the prisoners 
they had not Leen tried at all, and it 
was known that some of them were prob- 
ably innocent. ‘The messenger of the blood 
stained old despot, whose cheap atten- 
tions the Indies of the European, Legations 
are not ashamed to receive, made no 
secret that she wanted them not for trial, 
but for execution. .The Ministers 
accredited to her Court must be presumed 
to know, what every European resident 
im China knows, that execution in such 
cases means prolonged and exquisite 
torture at the hands of the trained ex- 
whom Her Majesty retains in her 
Eervice, in order to extort confessions, 
which are followed by decapitation if life 
rnough be left in the victims to make it 
worth while beheading them. The con- 
fessions could then be used as evidence 
by Chinese law against others, whose ex- 
tradition might be demanded in turn, 
and in this way « pleasing succession of 
further tortures and decapitations might 
be indefinitely prolonged for the grati- 
feation of the Imperial passions ot cruelty 
and revenge. ‘The fate of Shen Chien, 























the journalist who has just hoe 
to death by the Empress’s special desire, 
is an example of her ideas of the fitting 
pumshment of scdition. The Ministers 
had another reason for refusing to accede 
te Her Majesty’s request. Only last year 
had themselves formally agreed to 
principle that mo native resident 
nantld be arrested and removed from the 
settlement without trial before the Mixed 
Court.

‘The representatives of France, Russia, 
Germany, Belgium, and Holland were un 
animous in holding that the men whom 
they had refused to deliver up before 
ther hart pleaded guilty ought to be de 
livered up after they had pleaded guifty, 
although that plea had been put in on the 
strength of the agreement that their 
ponishment should rest with the Mixed 
Court.
